Here in the city of Edmonton, capital of Al- 
berta, we have had one loan granted by~the 
Dominion of Canada and the private loaning 
institutions for the building of one small resi- 
dence.

accession to power. The peril of an erratic 
currency threatens France. Opposition of the 
armament firms is for the most part silent; but 
it is insistent, relentless and dictatorial. 

Only a man of consummate sagacity could 
succeed in converting this financial crisis into 
political opportunity. Premier Blum accused 
his opponents of seeking to dismember French 
industry and sabotage the French government. 
Then came the stern ultimatum, Unless all 
opposition to the Socialist government ceased, 
every armament firm in France would instantly 
be expropriated. In the words of one of Blum's 
lieutenants: “It is the government's reply to the 
long-standing protest of French opinion against 
this most scandalous form of profiteering, and 
we hope it will be an example to other nations.” 

This precipitance on the part of the French 
government may prove very expensive. By an 
artful arrangement the armament firms com- 
pelled parliament to assess their property on 
the basis of their total profits during the past 
seven years. As soon as the government pro- 
claimed this decree, armament shares rose on 
the Bourse by as much as 30%. It is calculated 
that $1,000,000,000 will be necessary to expro- 
priate the private armament firms. 

The price will be heavy, but failure would 
be desolating. The French Parliament has 
clothed the government with plenary powers 
to attain its objective. Every friend of peace 
must hope that France will strip these salesmen 
of death of their motive to incite war. To end 
the private manufacture of arms would remove 
a major obstacle to peace. 


Fifty Years Ago 


From the Files of The Edmonton Bulletin 


Little more than a year has passed since the 
Duck Lake fight. Crozier, who led the loyal 
forces on that occasion, has lost his position and 
left the country. Gabriel Dumont, who led the 
rebels after a short exile, is pardoned, his -pro- 
perty restored and welcomed as a hero. The 
settlers around Edmonton who for having 
chosen to stand by the government were plun- 
dered by the rebels last spring, have practically 
been refused a hearing in reference to their 
losses. The people of South branch who were 
the head and front of the rebellion, have had 
their claims for losses listened to attentively and 
no doubt will have them paid. The conclusion 
is irresistible that Crozier and the Edmonton 
people were on the wrong side during the re- 
bellion, 

When W. T. Jackson of Qu-Appelle at the 
last session of the North West council declared 
war upon hizzoner the lieutenant-governor it 
was commonly supposed that he had thereby 
incurred the implacable wrath of the govern- 
ment upon whom the blame of Mr. Dewdney’s 
short-comings necessarily fell. It was thought 
by some that if Mr. Jackson escaped being poli- 
tically hanged, drawn and quartered or reduced 
to the dimension of a grease spot, he would be 
lucky. ... But it did not work that way. Instead 
of having his baseless accusations hurled at his 
head, or being compelled to eat his words, or 
being sat upon and completely squashed, he 
holds direct from this same administration the 
charter of a railway 2200 miles long, accom- 
panied by a free land grant of 6,400 acres a 
mile. There are several morals to this tale, but 
as they are not of the right tendency they are 
suppressed,

Probably every criminal is crazy—like the 
rest of us, only more so. That seems to be the 
proper defence to offer for the teen age farm 
lad, now under arrest for sending extortion let- 
ters to the father of Shirley Temple, threaten- 
ing the life of the child actress unless $25,000 
was dropped from an airplane at a designated 
place in Nebraska, The boy, whose parents are 
comfortably to do, and who ranked well at high 
school, probably had his mind turned by read- 
ing crime stories and by a natural distaste for 
work, 

The crime is only of passing interest; the 
thing that interests me is the way in which the 
culprit was traced. Due to the manner in which 
the child actress's fan mail is handled, the en- 
velope with the post-mark was destroyed. De- 
tectives subjected the sheet of paper on which 
the threat was written to chemical tests, dis- 
covered the manufacturer and the name of his 
Nebraska distributor. From him they found 
a store near where the money was to be drop- 
ped. They traced the purchase of the paper, 
and the handwriting, home to the youth. Con- 
fronted with his note, the boy confessed. 

Pretty slick work! 

A friend tells me of a similar piece of work 
in the city of Aberdeen a few years ago, save 
that it took a long time to discover the culprit. 
The story is worth re-telling. 

A young married woman, whose husband 
was frequently away at sea, received numerous 
“poison-pen letters” of a very vile nature. In 
one instance they had been based on a good- 
night kiss on the doorstep that she had given 


to her brother who had visited her. Obviously 
the letters were written by someone within 
sight of her home, 

Very sensibly she showed the letters to her 
husband, and he, very sensibly took counsel 
with a lawyer. A plan of the street narrowed 
the suspects down to the occupants of four 
houses, How were they to find out which har- 


bored the “poison-pen” writer, and how bring 
the offence home to the guilty party? 

A private detective was engaged. He went 
from house to house, getting the signatures of 
householders to a bogus petition for a local im- 
provement. The plan ended in failure. Not a 
name on the list was in the hand of the per- 
son who had sent, and still kept sending, the 
vile letters 

Another plan was devised. Another private 
detective went round in the guise of salesman 


for a stationery firm. He gave out sample boxes 
df his firm's stationery. Each boxful bore a 
different water-mark. Weeks went by. Many 


more letters were received before one arrived 
baring the water-mark of one of the “sample” 
boxes. That fixed the house. Next thing was 
to identify the writer to a degree that would 
Satisfy a judge in a slander suit. 

The “lady of the house” was a middle-aged 
woman, but the letters were not in her hand- 
writing. Except the man of the house, a well- 
to-do cattle-dealer who was in no way suspect, 
the only other occupant was a servant girl. So 
a third detective, a good looking young chap, 
was put on the job. He called at the house as 
a salesman and struck up acquaintance with the 
gir!, When she reached the stage that she wrote 
him letters, behold, they were in the hand- 
writing of the “poison-pen letters.” 

Yet she was not the real culprit. Confronted 
with the offending letters, she broke down and 
confessed that she had written them on instruc- 
tion from copies supplied by her mistress. That 
night she suddenly fel! ill (by arrangement) 
and was sent to hospital. Once more the brother 
received a sisterly kiss on the front door step. 
It was too much for the mind of the lady. 
T ving discretion to the winds, she sent an- 


° ‘poison-pen” letter, in her own hand- 
writing 

At the trial which followed, the judge 
awarded the young wife substantial damages 
and expressed approval of the action of the 
plaintiff and her husband in the steps they had 
taken to rid the neighborhood of a vicious pest

TUESDAY — Breakfast:

Roast mutton or veal; buttered vegetables (car- 
rots, beets and turnips cooked separately and 
diced together just before serving); salad of 
lettuce and endive; Jello or Jell-Well. 

WEDNESDAY — Breakfast: Baked eggs; 
wholewheat drop biscuit; stewed raisins. Lunch: 
Generous dish of ice cream; applesauce. Dinner: 
Roast beef; spinach; salad of string beans, celery 
and carrots; pear sauce, 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Grapefruit — all 
desired. Lunch: Buttered macaroni; okra; let- 
tuce. Dinner; Sliced roast beef; cooked celery; 
salad of cold diced beets and carrots; orange 
souffle. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Melba 
toast; stewed peaches. Lunch: Canned corn; 
spinach; celery and ripe olives. Dinner: Baked 
sea bass; stewed tomatoes; eggplant; carrot and 
lettuce salad; no dessert. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Poached egg on 
Melba toast. Lunch: Pint of buttermilk; 10 or 
12 dates. Dinner: Baked rabbit; cooked zuc- 
chini; baked ground beets; salad of sliced toma- 
toes; no dessert. 

*STUFFED LAMB CHOPS: Have the chops 
cut the thickness of two ordinary chops, and 
with a sharp knife (your butcher will do this 
for you) cut through the center, back to the 
bone, making a pocket which is to be filled with 
equal parts of minced ripe olives and mush- 
rooms chopped fine, Place chops on broiler rack 
and quickly sear on both sides under flame. 
Remove to baking pan and bake in moderate 
oven for ten tc fifteen minutes. Serve with 
slices of mint Jello or Jell-Well. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Al. K. wriies: “What kind 
of a treatment have you found to be the best 
for overcoming skin troubles?”

WHITE STAINS ON BRICKS 
By Roger B. Whiteman 
Within a few months after it is 
built, a brick wall is likely to de- 
whitish stains. These 
are not a sign that anything 
wrong with the materials or 
workmanship—they are 
salts in the mortar that are dissolv- 
ed and brought to the surface by 
rain water, When the water dries 
off, the salts remain. In the next 
rain the salts on the surface are 
washed off, but more will appear, 
and this keeps on until all of the 
} salts have been drawn out, You can 
remove the stains by scrubbing 
with a wire brush. Another method 
is to wash them off with a mixture 
of 1 part of muriatic acid in 20 
parts of water, But if the acid 1s 
left on for too long, it will soften 
the mortar, so you should have a 
hose handy for washing off the acid 
| within two or three minutes. It is 
hardly worth while to clean off the 
stains, for staining will continue 
for as long as mineral! salts remain

LEAKING AWNING 
Question—A 30 foot awning 
|} over my porch leaked badly. The 


awning is stationary and tied to an 
iron frame. Last winter it was fold- 
ed up and stored near a furnace, 
and the leaks seem to come where 
it was folded. How can I water- 
proof it? And how should it be 
stored during the winter? 
Answer—For a waterproofer, dis 
solve beeswax in turpentine in the 
proportion of 3 ounces to the pint 


| For the wax to dissolve easily, the 
turpentine should be hot; but do 
| not heat it over an open flame 
| because of the risk of fire. A safe 
| way to heat it is on an electric 
iron, turned upside down and sup- 
ported on two bricks. When the 


liquid is boiling, turn off the heal 
and stir in half as much linseed oil 
If on cooling, the liquid jellies, add 
turpentine With the awning 
stretch tight, brush it well with this 


mixture 
| To store the awning for the 
| winter, wrap it around a wood 


| roller, and hang it under the ceiling
